wheat exporting country. Some coun- 
tries which import wheat have a high- 
er average yield per acre than Canada 
but there are only a few of these, 
such as the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many and Denmark, which have a 
yield considerably higher, while the 
total quantity produced by these 
countries is relatively very small. 
Moreover, the expense of producing 
wheat in these countries is extremely 
high. Even such an important wheat 
producing country as France has an 
average yield of only two bushels per 
acre higher than Canada, while both 
Italy and Rumania have lower yields 
per acre, 

The average yield per acre of 
wheat, over a period of 23 years, for 
the following chief exporting coun- 
tries of the world, is as follows:— 
Canada 17.8 bushels, United States 
14.1, India 11.8, Argentine 10.6, and 
Australia 10.4. In Russia the average 
yield over a period of 15 years years, 
was 9.4 bushels per acre. It will be 
seen, therefore, that Canada enjoys 
some considerable advantage over 
other exporting countries. This ad- 
vantage is due in part to a natural 
adaptation of wheat to the soil and 
climate of this country, and, also, to 
improved methods of cultivation as 
well as to better varieties of wheat 
which have been introduced by 
scientific agriculture. 

Nevertheless, in spite of this very 
favourable showing in average yield 
per acre, Canada is unfortunate in 
having the greatest variation from

It is the object of 
Experimental Farms to experiment 
in order to discover methods of farm- 
ing which will reduce the injurious 
effects of dry years. The high 
average yield per acre, which Can- 
ada now enjoys in comparison with 
that of other countries, is due in quite 
a large part to the results of scien- 
tific agriculture. There i1emains yet 
the difficult task of reducing the 
losses suffered in dry years.

ABUSES OF THE THIRD DEG 


If experience has established 


accused of crime, extorted under the 
gruelling cruelties of the third degree, 
as it is called, actually have led to 
the punishment of those whose 
culpability has been established be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, the methods 
indulged in these torture chambers 
might be in a measure condoned. But 
proof has time and again shown con- 
clusively, to the satisfaction of courts 
and juries, that many of these so- 
called confessions, obtained under 
duress while the victims of these in- 
quisitions were driven, by fear and 
physical exhaustion, to admit any- 
thing desired in order to rid them- 
selves of their tormentors, that the 
ends of justice have in fact not been 
thus served. It shows on the con- 
trary, that in many cases the guilty 
have been permitted to escape while 
those wrongly accused have suffered 
for their misdeeds, 

Every newspaper reporter in the 
larger cities of the United States who 
has served his apprenticeship in police 
courts and central police and detective 
stations, has at some time or another 
been brought face to face with the 
knowledge that the practices indulged. 
in by those who seek to fasten a crime 
upon some suspected individual are 
not only wrong, but inhuman. City 
detectives and police captains and 
sergeants in whose districts arrests 
are made too often deem it a matter 
of personal pride to have it appear 
that their first guess is correct. It 
is a shock to their dignity and a re- 
flection upon their skill and prowess 
in deduction, apparently, to beforced 
to release a suspect whom they have 
once brought within the precincts of 
their self-constituted court, 

In a recent decision handed down 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, Mr. Justice Brandeis, who 
wrote the opinion setting aside the 
conviction of a Chinese, discusses at 
length the almost unspeakable abuses 
indulged inby those who attempt, by 
third-degree methods, to extort con- 
fessions from accused prisoners. It 
appears that the defendant whose 
case was under review had been sub- 
jected to interrogation almost con- 
tinuously for twelve days, although 
he was admittedly unfit, physically, to 
endure such an ordeal, The  con- 
fession of guilt which he was finally 
induced to sign was set aside because 
it appeared to the satisfaction of the 
Court that it had not been voluntarily 


made. Mr. Justice Brandeis, in this 
connection, states the law as he 
interprets it. 

A confession is voluntary in law if, 


and ofly if, it was in fact voluntarily 
made. A confession may have been 
given voluntarily, although 


made to police officers, while in 


custody, and in answer to an examina- | 


tion conducted by them, But a con- 
fession obtained by compulsion must 
be excluded, whatever may have been 
the character of the compulsion, and 
whether the compulsion was applied 
in a judicial proceeding or otherwise.

Coffee Creams 


To make coffee creams, put 2 table- 
spoons of ground coffee and 4 table- 
spoons of water in a saucepan and 
bring it to a boiling point, boil 2 
minutes, then strain through double 
cheesecloth. Add enough confec- 
tioners’ sugar to stiffin it, and knead 
it until it is smooth. Use it as center 
for chocolate creams or bonbons, or 
for walnut, pecan or cherry creams; 
or roll it out a quarter of an_ inch 
thick, cut it with a small round cutter, 
and roll in granulated sugar. 


Date Creams 


Wash your dates and remove the 
stones. Make up some _ fondant 
(recipes were given recently in this 
column), and flavor and color it as 
desired. Roll bits of the fondont in- 
to small cylinders, put them into the 
dates where the stone was removed, 
and roll the date thus stuffed in 
granulated sugar. Pile them on a 
bonbon dish, or pack hem in layers in 
a candy box with waxed paper be- 
tween the layers. Chopped nuts may 
be mixed with the fondont, or the 
edge of the fondant projecting from 
the date may be dipped in the chopped 
nuts. 


Lemon Creams 


Mix 2 tablespoons of lemon juice } 
and a few drops of lemon extract, and 
add sifted confectioners’ sugar until 
it is stiff enough to knead, adding 
yellow color paste until it is a delicate 
color. Knead smooth, roll into 
quarter-inch thick roll, and cut out 
the creams with a small round cutter. 


Ginger Creams 

Mix 2 tablespoons of ginger syrup 
out of a preserved ginger jar with 4} 
tablespoons of the preserved ginger 
jchopped fine, add sifted confectioners’ 
sugar until it is stiff enough to knead | 
smooth, and shape into little round | 
balls. They may be decorated on top 
with bits of the preserved ginger, 


Maple Nut Creams 


Put 4 tablespoons of maple syrup in | 
a little bowl and sift in, one table 
spoon at a time, a cup of confec- | 
tioner’ sugar, stirring till it is! 
smooth, Then add enough of the sugar 
to make a stiff candy, knead it smooth, 
shape in small balls, and roll in 6) 
tablespoons of chopped nuts. 


Chocolate Carmels 


Put into a saucepan % cup white 
sugar, same of brown, same of 
molasses, and bring to a boil. Add 3 
squares of grated chocolate and a 
third of a cup of cream or milk, Let 
it boil until it begins to thicken, and 
add another third of a cup of milk, 
stir it again, allow it to. boil till it 
thickens, and add the rest of the cup 
of milk, Stir it gently but constantly 
so that it will not burn but do not beat | 
it as that may cause it to grain. Boil | 
it till it makes a firm ball in cold 
water. (If you have a candy ther- 
mometer, it will be about 242 degrees 
F.) Add a teaspoon of vanilla an- 
other of baking soda, % teaspoon of 
salt, 2 tablespoons of butter, and aj 
cup of whole nut meats.
